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COUNCIL DISCUSS GAS 
PROSPECTS AT MEETING 


Coleman town council met last week when 
it was decided to hold a meeting with the re¬ 
presentatives of East Coleman in the Improve¬ 
ment District No. 10. 

Purpose of the meeting will be to disquss 
the possibility of providing gas service for the 
residents of this area as Coleman will be in¬ 
stalling their own gas system to service Cole¬ 
man proper. The council and Citizens' Com¬ 
mittee of the Improvement District will also 
discuss the matter of pooling their recreation¬ 
al grants with the idea of instituting some rec¬ 
reational facility that will be of benefit to both 
areas. 

It has been previously suggested that a 
swimming pool be considered, but the cost was 
high, and the possibility of financing such 
a scheme will be discussed. 

Council announced that debentures in the 
amounts of $100, $500 and $1,000 units were 
still available at a rate of interest of 6 per cent. 

It was announced that so far some $35,000 
has been sold, and some $75,000 to $80,000 
worth are still available. The town is raising 
approximately $233,000 to instal a natural 
gas utility which is to be owned and operated 
by the town of Coleman. 

Correspondence was received by council, 
advising that the passenger davliner service 
through the Pass would soon be taken off. The 
council decided to add the name of the town 
to the list of towns and other parties that are 
objecting to the CPR removing this service.

Local Fisherman 
Catches 15 Pounder 

“Scotty” Fleming hooked onto 
and landed a 15-pound Dolly Var- 
den on Monday afternoon. 

The big fish weighed in at ex¬ 
actly 15 pounds and measured 35 
inches in length and 20 inches in 
girth. It took the experienced fish¬ 
erman 45 minutes to subdue the 
fighting trout. 

The fish was caught by Scotty 
in the Flathead River about eight 
miles below the townsite 15 miles 
south of Corbin or 45 miles south 
west of Coleman. The big trout 
was lured by a new type hook 
called a “Sneak” which is a spin¬ 
ner type hook with a white, gold 
and silvery body. 

According to Scotty the hook is 
one of the best he has used in his 
many years fishing as he claims 
the fish “just can’t resist it”. 

He then caught a big trout he 
had been trying for. Scotty was 
using a nine-pound test line. 

On July 1st Scotty caught a 7- 
pounder in the same place and on 
that day missed another big one. 
Seven years ago he caught an 13- 
pounder in the same hole. 

Sportsmen by the score are vis¬ 
iting the Crows Nest Pass each 
week-end to try to latch on to one 
of the big ones that have been 
coming out of the streams and 
ponds in the near vicinity of the 
Pass. 

During the past two months, 
beautiful rainbow ranging from 5 
to 10 pounds have been caught in 
the district and fishermen are re¬ 
porting excellent catches of trout 
and grayling in the streams which 
are now good for fly fishing.

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Labor Picture 
Is Good 

F. J. Lote, manager of Blair- 
more offices of the National Em¬ 
ployment Service, reports this week 
that the labor and industrial situ¬ 
ation in the Crows Nest Pass from 
Fernie east to Pincher Creek, is 
bright. 

In 1961, due to the construction 
of 36-inch gas trunk line through 


the district some 435 new jobs were 
created which petered out as the 
work completed at the end of the 
year. 

As of June, 1962, the local of¬ 
fice have placed in employment 
more than they did as of June, 
1961, which indicates that 435 jobs 
were found in addition to regular 
demand. 

This would represent a growth 
in the labor markets. Expansion in 
every municipality is noted as new 


schools, utilities, sidewalks, road 
construction is absorbing many 
men. 

A major item to account for this 
is the steady expansion of the lum¬ 
bering industry in the Pass. 

Mr. Lote states that the future 
looks bright for the two coal mines 
in the Pass, as these mines have 
had little lost time jdue to a lack 
of ships at ports on the west coast. 

In the construction industry new 
schools are projected and one is 
presently under construction and 
new service stations are being com¬ 
pleted and in the municipalities 
in the Pass housing projects are 
underway and are providing some 
work. Retail business is also re¬ 
ported to be good and compares 
favorably with the same period 
enjoyed in 1961. 

Unemployment Insurance claims 
are lower than they have been for 
some years in comparison to oth¬ 
er local office areas of the prairie 
region, and according to Mr. Lote 
we are experiencing better pro¬ 
gress than any other local office 
area. 

It is expected that labor demand 
will remain steady this fall. Some 
labor will be required in all mu¬ 
nicipalities which are installing 
hte natural gas systems and this 
will also help the retail plumbing 
and heating establishments. 

There is sufficient local labor 
available but it is reported there 
is a shortage of skilled tradesmen 
such as carpenters, bricklayers, 
etc. 

In every municipality and im¬ 
provement district there seems to 
be a fever of sprucing up and 
cleaning up of streets and busi¬ 
ness establishments which in turn 
creates a general opinion and feel¬ 
ing of progress and prosperity.
